3. ON DECEMBER 9, EMBASSY AT LAST OBTAINED ACCESS TO THE 
SO-CALLED "WALDHEIM FILE" AT THE NATIONAL ARCHIVES OF 
YUGOSLAVIA. THE FILE CONSISTS OF FOUR SEPARATE ARCHIVAL 
FOLDERS. THE FIRST, FOLDER NUMBER 237, CONTAINS ONLY ONE 
DOCUMENT: DECISION F-25572 OF THE YUGOSLAV STATE COMMISS^ION 
FOR DETERMINATION OF WAR CRIMES, DATED DECEMBER 18, 1947, 
WHICH DECLARED WALDHEIM A WAR CRIMINAL. THE DECISION IS 

A NARRATIVE OF APPROXIMATELY TWENTY PAGES WHICH QUOTES 
EXTENSIVELY FROM EVIDENCE GIVEN BY GERMAN PRISONERS OF 
WAR IN YUGOSLAVIA, INCLUDING JOHANN MEYER, KLAUS MELINGHOF 
AND KARL HEINZ EGBERTS-HILKER. THE END OF THE DOCUMENT 
CITES ELEVEN SEPARATE PIECES OF EVIDENCE, INCLUDING GERMAN ' 
WAR RECORDS AND PRISONERS' TESTIMONY; HOWEVER, THE 
EVIDENCE IS ONLY LISTED AS A SORT OF BIBLIOGRAPHY TO THE 
REPORT AND IS NOT INCLUDED VERBATIM.
